Relationship of Repentance 
And The New Birth 





Repentance is the act of having confessed regret 
for past conduct—That which is born of flesh 
is flesh *** of the Spirit is spirit

The doctrine of repentance and the 
new birth have often been confused 
with each other, and it shall be the 
intent of this article to show the dis- 
tinction and place of each and where 
they belong. 

The doctrine of each was first in- 
troduced into the world by the min- 
istry of John the Baptist, and con- 
firmed by the Gospel of Christ, 
though long before the days of John 
men repented of their sins, yet it was 
not a doctrine as it later became in 
the ministry of John and Christ. 


WHAT IS REPENTANCE AND THE 
NEW BIRTH? 


‘Water baptism, church joining, and 
reformation, are neither repentance 
nor the new birth. Repentance is a 
work that is done by the individual 
at his own will, while the new birth 
is a work that God performs in our 
heart and life, following repentance. 

Repentance #s a regret for past 
conduct, firmly made known, or in 
other words, after once becoming 
sorry of our sins committed against 
God, we come to Him with a broken 
and contrite spirit, confessing our 
guilt, from the depths of a_ sincere 
heart. The new birth as described in 
John 3:3, is a new birth from above. 
(See margin.) It is a passing from 
death unto spiritual life wich creates 
a love for the brethrer 1 John 3:14. 
It brings into the human life the new 
man, Christ Jesus. 

THE ACT AND RESULTS OF 
REPENTANCE 

Certain Pharisees and Sadducees 
came out to John’s baptism, but he 
discerned them and said, O genera- 
tion of vipers, who hath warned you 
to flee tne wrath to come; bring 
forth therefore fruits meet for re- 
pentance. Matt. 3:7,8. Nothing had ap- 
peared in their lives as proof of re- 
pentance, more than their act of com- 
ing to John, which proved nothing. 
John required of them some _ deeds 
and acts of righteousness before he 
would administer his holy baptism. 
When one repents, he will cease to do 
the things that he has once repented 
of, or otherwise his continuation 
will serve as proor of the insincerity 
of his repentance. If I have wronged 
my neighbor, and become sorry for 
my deed and come to him with the 
appearance of a broken and contrite 
spirit, begging pardon, and then turn 
away and do the same thing, my deed 
would be sufficient evidence to my

neighbor that my repentance was in-| 


sincere and vain. Likewise will the in- 
sincerity of our heart be made known 
to God. He requires the wicked to 
iorsake his ways, and the unright- 
eous man his thoughts, and let him 
return unto the Lord, and he will 
have mercy upon him, and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon. Isa. 
65:7. 

When a man really repents, he will 
forsake the old path. If he has been 
a gambler, he will gamble no more; 
if he has been a drunkard, he will 
drink no more; if he has been a liar, 
he will lie no more, or a robber, he 
will rob no more. This is proven not 
only from the teachings of the sacred 
Scriptures, but our own experiences 
can confirm the fact. Pardon me for 
referring to my personal experience, 
but when the gospel reached my heart 
and the dark curtain of sin was drawn 
aside where I could see my life of 
absolute failure, a penitent spirit 
came upon me and I went to my 
room and alone with God made up 
my mind, and began the works of re- 
pentance by laying in the fire my 
gambling devices and other sinful in- 
struments of sin, and bade farewell 
to the world of sin, then returned 
unto the Lord and received an abun- 
dance of pardon. When Jonah walked 
out into the streets of Nineveh and 
began to cry out in alarming tones, 
the near approaching of the judg- 
ments of God, the first thing the men 
of Nineveh did, was to believe God, 
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1 Have Called-— 
Ye Have Refused 


“How shall we escape if we neglect 
so great salvation?” Heb. 2:3. This 
world is hungering and thirsting for 
something, yet they carelessly neglect 
the salvation of our Saviour. But the 
warning is, How shall we escape if 
we neglect so great salvation? Many 
are neglecting, going on carelessly, 
thinking the goodness of God will at 
last open the gates of heaven and wel!l- 
come them into the city of gold.

It seems there is a mad 
rush after worldly knowledge in these 
last days. Daniel said that in the last 
days, knowledge should increase and 
many should run to and fro. Inven- 
tions and wonderful discoveries are 
multiplying.

mentioned in the group of seven in 
the Revelation was, “Because ye have 
left your first love—repent or I will 
come and remove the candlestick.”
